hiUnthropic, far-seeing , and above all, 
reetJy domestic.” 
Mr. Kennedy said: 
“The better outlook for the drama, 
hich many of us are beg inning to realize, 
a part of that g reat movement of God 
mong the nations which is nne of the 
lost refreshing sig ns of the g lorious day 
rt live in.

Manteo , N< C , May 9 —W ith as much 
ease and the same grace as a sea gull 
sails over the water in search of fish to

F or some time the machine sailed about 
almost in a circle, then it would glide 
away on a straight course and make a 
sharp turn back

The flight of the machine as it left the 
earth was really a beautiful 
sight.

flated balloon after it had been released. 
W hen it reached a certam height it would 
sail away for some distance, then ascend 
or descend, according to the will of the 
op erator.
